In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (a ) of 
section 42 of the Maharashtra Co- operative Societies 
Act , 1960 (Maharashtra Act No. XXIV of 1961), as in force 
in the State of Goa , read with clause ( a ) of sub - section 
( 1) of section 9 of the Indian Stamp Act, 1899 (Central 
Act 2 of 1899 ) and in supersession of the Government 
Notification No. 9-2-94 / TS / 154 dated 9-1-1998, published 
in the Official Gazette , Series II, No. 14 , dated 2nd July , 
1998 , the Government of Goa hereby remits the Stamp 
duty payable under the said Indian Stamp Act , 1899, on 
all instruments executed by or on behalf of any Co 
operative Society, registered in the State of Goa , 
excluding Housing Co -operative Society , or payable by 
any member of any such Co -operative Society and 
relating to the business of such Co -operative Society, 
provided that such remission of stamp duty shall not be 
applicable to the instruments executed in the course of 
any recovery proceedings by auction or otherwise . 


Where the amount or value of the consideration 
for such conveyance as set forth therein exceeds 
Rs. 600 / - but does not exceed Rs . 1000 / -, the stamp 
duty shall be Rs . 50 /- and for every Rs. 1000 /- or part 
thereof in excess of Rs. 1000 /-, the stamp duty shall be 
Rs . 50 / 


2. Further, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
said clause ( a ) of sub - section ( 1 ) of said section 9 of 
the said Act, the Government of Goa is also pleased to 
reduce the stamp duty on conveyance (not being a 
transfer charged or exempted under Article No. 62 ) 
so far as it relates to immovable property, which is 
presently specified in Article 22 ( b ) of Schedule I- A to 
the said Act as in force in the State , executed for and on 
behalf of housing co -operative societies , to the scale as 
prescribed hereunder:
